Outdoor Picnic Unit To City 


Sizzling steaks, hot hambur- 
gers and grilled chops will 
soon be coming off a new 
eutdoor grill in Memorial 
park. 

And with each delicious mouth- 
ful, Uplanders can give thanks to 
the Upland Woman's Club which 
recently climaxed a two-year 
project with the presentation of 
the picnic unit to the city. Mayor 
Eugene Nisbet accepted the unit 
on behalf of the city. 

Built of native rock, in a 20- 
foot circle, the unit contains two 
fireplaces; joined by a common 
chimney; a warming oven, a sink, 
drinking fountain and plenty of 
working table space.

This two-year $500 project is 
only one of many which the Up- 
fand Woman's Club has under- 
taken since it was founded in 1903. 

During the past 12 months since 
May, 1948, the club has been ac- 
tive in community service, under 
the direction of its president, Mrs. 
Earl Wenger. 

For example, last September 
members of the club helped reg- 
ister young men for selective ser- 
vice. Altogether, the women do- 
nated 531 working hours to this 
project. 

Busy at Christmas 

Then at Christmas time, these 
busy women found time out from 
their own homes to make the 
Yuletide brighter for someone else. 
They filled 16 boxes with home- 
baked cookies and smal! gifts to 
be distributed among the aged at 
the county hospital in San Bern- 
ardino. 

The children weren't forgotten 
by the club, either. A $100 check 


went to the Casa Colina Home 
for crippled children, to be used 
during 1948 and 1949. 

In line with state and national 
projects of women's clubs, the 
Upland group contributed $50 to 
the American Cancer Society; $50 
to the Cancer Prevention Society 
of Los Angeles, and another $20 
was given to help furnish a room 
at the cancer hospital to be built 
in Los Angeles. 

Other Contributions 

Other material offerings in- 
cluded $50 for the Mexican-Amer- 
ican building and another $50 to 
Camp Conifer, the Girl Scout 
camp. 

The Red Cross, Community 
Chest, Salvation Army, and the 
Tuberculosis Association also re- 
ceived small contributions.

NEW YORK—I buy my first 
television set the day Jimmy 
Lurante starts a regular pro- 
gram on it. That is the day when 
the men will have been cut out 
from the boys; when the video 
industry can call itself mature. 

Mr. Durante’s noble nose and 
maniac eye will have no truck 
with the medium for ancther 
year or so. James is waiting for 
television to grow up to fit his 
face. Television has an odd habit 
of foreshorting the legs of its 
performers. Mr. Durante is not 
aman to take chances with his 
nose. 

I will not attempt to repro- 
duce any Durante conversation 
for you, since it never has been 
done correctly and never will be. 
Mr. Durante’s quotes are use- 
less unless uttered by the master 
himself, because his fine moral 
indignation, the wildly rolled 
eye, the outraged squawk and 
the fretful, panther pace are all 
necessary to a Durante delivery. 

But» I had the rare good for- 
tune to observe two hours of 
unrehearsed Durante in his ho- 
tel ‘room the other afternoon. 
James, fresh up from a nap, was 
busy. He was eating cornflakes 
with bananas, answering tele- 
phones, and talking. He was 
wearing an old bathrobe and a 
pair of shorts, socks, and hoes. 

Mr. Durante prowled his 
suite, speaking nervously over 
his shoulder, slapping his thigh 
and being constantly indignant. 
It was a performance that could 
run’ 99 ‘years on’ telévision— 
once that mysterious thiig Jim- 
my calls a ‘“‘coatrical cable” is 
laid frcm one side of the coun- 
try to the other. 

Mr. Durante actuaity was cre- 
ated for television. He needs. no 

makeup, for no retouch artist 
can improve on the features 
God humorously bequeathed 
him. He needs no script, really 

-an “unrehearsed Durante on 
any subject is better entertain- 
ment than™-anything the con- 
trivers can sweat from a ccn- 
ference. 

It is impossible to go stale on 
Durante. He never tells the 
same story the same way, and 
he has been plowing the same 
furrow for 34 years. Nobody 
ever yawned at him yet. 

Mr. Durante's singie trade 
trick is frustration, but it is 
frustration with a peculiar co- 





dicil. Mr. Durante busts loose and 
lets go at what bothers him, as 
opposed to you and me, who sit 
silently and take it. All the 


world frustrates Durante—tel- 
ephones, people whose names he 
can’t remember, race horse, 
the English language—but Du- 
rante won't stand for it. It’s 
desplickable! 

James has a deepseated en- 
mity toward the piano, which he 
was forced to play, fer food, 
for years. When he tears up a 
piano today he gets even with 
the infernal machine for every 
tortured child who had to prac- 
tice on the keyboard when a 
lusty game of baseball was going 
on outside. 

When I say that Jimmy won't 
hold still for frustration, I 
don’t mean it’s all act. They still 
remember him in the Ambassa- 
dor hotel here for a wartime 
benefit performance he put on. 
Jim was a little piqued, fer one 
reason or another. He teok < 
piano—a real, expensive irre- 
placeable piano—and chaced the 
orchestra into a corner with it. 
He busted leg after leg off the 
thing, ‘and finished his number 
lying flat on his belly on the 
floor,still whanging on the keys. 
The hotel manager nearly had a 
hemmerhage. Jimmy says the 
manager later remarked that it 
was woit’ it. 

Jim always suffered from frus- 
tration. Once, when he was run- 
ning a speak, the Club Durante, 
he bought a drink for two peo- 
ple he assumed were friends. 
Then they bought him a drink. 
Then they ciosed up the joint. 
Betause they happened to be 
revenooers. Jimmy's cash regic- 
ter, in those days, tinkled chief- 
ly for the benefit of. his em- 
ployes. The milkman and the 
janitcr ate his steaks and drank 
his whizky. In all Durante’s life, 
people have crowded into his 
act, and he has reacted with 
typical comic courage. 

Which is why I think he's a 
cinch to be the king of televi- 
sion. He has a nation of frus- 
trates to work on. Jimmy’s clas- 
sic fructtration comes through 
fine every Friday on radio, but 
to appreciate him you really 
have to see him. Mr. Milton Ber!> 
has steered video through its 
early adolescence—-Mr. Durante 
will inaugurate its manhood.

The East-West negotiations 
over raising the Berlin blockade 
have made sufficiently good 
progress so that United Nations 
circles are entertaining a “cau- 
ticus optimism” that we may be 
approaching a period of better 
relations. 

That expressiSn, “cautious 
optimism,” strikes me as par- 
ticularly appropriate, with em- 
phasis on the “cautious.” Any 
agreement which may grow out 
cf the present conferences 
naturally will be a matter of 
gratification—but it must be 
regarded in the light of a 
Vesuvius. 

The new relationship will 
rumble along quietly enough for 
a spell, but sooner or later it 
will erupt again. General Lucius 
D, Clay, American military gov- 


crnor in Germany, summed up 
the position yesterday, like this: 

“T would assume that the 
coviet attitude already di-- 
played in negotiations in the 


United States, means the Rus- 
sians would be more reasonable 
at a future foreign ministers’ 


conference than they were in 
the past. 
“But we should remember, 


even if a solution for the entire 


German problem is eventually 
reached, that does not change 
communism. The great objec- 


tive of communism remains the 
same—world domination.” 

That's the big thing to keep 
ever in mind, as this column 
has kept insisting. The world 
revolution which the Bolshevists 
launched a generation ago, after 
the overthrow of the czarist 
throne, will never halt until 
cither it succeeds or comes a 
cropper. From time to time it 
changes its pace and tactics, but 
the old Red mill keeps on grind- 
ing its grist. 

Having divested ourcelves of 
wishful thinking, we are justi- 
fied in entertaining the pious 
hope that there may be improve- 
ment in relations between the 
Russian and the Western blocs. 
The great Moscow offensive, 
which overran all eastern Eu- 
rope, and brought it within the 
Communict fold, has definitely 
ecme up against a dead end. 
The time has arrived for more 
subtle methods. 

The great issue in Europe 
now is the disposition of Ger- 
many, long the economic key- 
stone and strategic center of 
the continent. The unhappy 
Reich lies one part within the 
Soviet zone and three parts 
within the western theater, and 


cannct regain its former eco- 
nomic strength unless it is ree 
united.

This is being done because of 
reduced citrus supplies, due to 
freezes in California, Arizona and 
Texas, the department said. 

Contracts for export entered 
into under this program prior to 
the effective time of expiration

|§ram, which began Dec. 1, 1948, 
| benefit payments were made to 
| United States exporters of citrus 
fruits’ to encourage exports of 
|fresh and processed citrus fruits 
‘and juices to certain European

Limited Payments 

Benefit payments were limited 
to not more than 25 per cent cf

YOUR CHILD TODAY: 


SAVING CHILD'S EYES 


By DAVID TAYLOR MARKE

The eyes of one out of every 
five school children are defective, 
says Dr. Franklin M. Foote, execu- 
tive director of the National So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Blind- 
ness. He adds: 

“The eyes of more than 4% 
million school children are de- 
fective, and such children require 
medical attention and school care 
through periodic examinations.” 

Asked how parents can help 
protect their children's eyesight, 
he said: 

“The youngster learning to read 
can be taught good reading habits. 
Parents can see to it that Junior 
reads with a clear, good light 
falling from aboye, over his 
shoulder. They can train him to 
hold his book about 14 inches 
from his eyes and to read with 
his head up. They can teach him 
to keep his books clean; a soiled 
page is hard to read. Parents can 
prevent junior from reading books 
printed indistinctly, in small type, 
or on glossy paper. They can have 
him rest his eyes frequently and 
if his eyes ache, or if he is having 
trouble in seeing things distinctly, 
they should have them examined.” 

Eye trouble may cause other 
troubles as well, gays Dr. Foote. 
If Junior reads in a poor light 
he may develop a _ headache, 
dizzy spejls and nausea. 

In those cases where Junior 
must do his homework on a din- 
ing room table, parents can help 
set up ideal study conditions. The 
eyes see more than the page being 
read, he says. If the table is dark, 
there is a conflict of light and 
dark on the retina of the eye and 
reading becomes an effort, leading 
to eyestrain. To prevent this, par- 
ents should cover the whole table 
with a cloth in a pastel shade, 
preferably buff or light green with 
a bluish tinge. Avoid the distrac- 
tion of pink, peach, yellow colors 
and checkered cloths, he advises. 

The walls facing the child 


should be similarly tinted. Don't 
let him study in a violently col- 
ored room or against a dark back- 
ground, says Dr. Foote. The light-

ing should be difussed cver the 
whole room rather than beating | 
down directly upon the printea 
page. A bright spot of direct light 
quickly tires the eye. 

If junior has to write, the light 
should fall over his left shoulder 
ing should be diifused over the 
right shoulder if he is left-handed.

matter if the light flows over the 
right or left shoulder. 

One of the most serious errors 
of which parents are guilty, says 
Dr. Foote, is in failing to correct 
@ noticeable crossed-eye condition 
in children one or two years old. 
Parents have a mistaken idea that 
children, will outgrow this condi- 
tion. If the condition is neglected 
the probabilities are, says Dr. 
Foote, that the child will have 
impaired visién in the eye whicis 
is out of focus.
